Claim 9. A refrigerant composition which consisting essentially of: 

(a) pentafluoroethane, in an amount of from 83% to 88% based on the weight of the 
composition, 

(b) 1,1,1,2 tetrafluoroethane in an amount of from 7.5% to 15% by weight based on 
the weight of the composition, 

(c) isobutane in an amount from 1% to 4% by weight based on the weight of the 
composition, and 

(d) a hydrofluorocarbon in an amount not exceeding 5% by weight. 
Claim 1 1 . A refrigerant composition which consisting of: 

(a) pentafluoroethane, in an amount of from 83% to 88% based on the weight of the 
composition, 

(b) 1 , 1 , 1 ,2 tetrafluoroethane in an amount of from 7.5% to 1 5% by weight based on 
the weight of the composition, 

(c) isobutane in an amount from 1% to 4% by weight based on the weight of the 
composition, and 

(d) an additional component selected from the group consisting of a lubricant, an 
additive and mixtures thereof. 

Claim 13. A refrigerant composition which consisting essentially of: 

(a) pentafluoroethane, in an amount of from 83% to 88% based on the weight of the 
composition, 

(b) 1,1,1,2 tetrafluoroethane in an amount of from 7.5% to 1 5% by weight based on 
the weight of the composition. 

(c) isobutane in an amount from 1 % to 4% by weight based on the weight of the 
composition, 

(d) a hydrofluorocarbon in an amount not exceeding 5% to by weight; and 

(e) an additional component selected from the group consisting of a lubricant, an 
additive and mixtures thereof. 
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
